BACKGROUND

This invention relates to a credit card system and method, and more 
particularly, to a credit card system and method offering reduced potential of 
credit card number misuse. 

3, Related Art 

15 The development of retail electronic commerce has been relatively slow in 

spite of the perceived demand for such trade. The single greatest deterrent to the 
expansion of retail electronic commerce is the potential for fraud. This potential 
for fraud has been a major concern for the credit card companies and financial 
institutions as well as the customers and the providers of the goods and services. 

20 The former are concerned about fraud because essentially the financial 

institutions have to bear the initial cost of the fraud. Additionally, the credit card 
companies have an efficient credit card system which is working well for face to 
face transactions, i.e., "card present" transactions where the credit card is 
physically presented to a trader and the trader can obtain the credit card number,
